Fighting in the Streets of the City 


Lasted 
Two 
Hours— Civilians 
and Soldiers K illed— Build- 
ings W ere Set Afire. 


Americans Are Sufficiently 
W arned.

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Columbus, N. M., M arch 9.— A band 


of Mexican bandits 
numbering 
be­ 
tween 800 and 1,000 .supposedly under 
the command of General V illa, raided 
United States territory ibis morning. 
They attacked the city of Columbus, 
killed American civilians and set fire 
to many of the buildings. 
For two 
hours 
fighting 
continued 
in 
the 
streets. 
Col. II. J. Slocum, in command of 
United States troops, speedily brought 
the Thirteenth cavalry into action and 
shortly after 6 o’clock drove the raid­ 
ers across the border. 
Nine civilians 
and six troopers were reported dead 
early in the day.

Information that V illa and his lieu­ 
tenant, Bable Lopez, were in personal 
command of the raiders was given by 
a Mexican rancher captured by them 
last Sunday. 
H e told of their hang­ 
ing of Am erican ranchers 
and 
de­ 
clared that one American, whose name 
he did not know, had been hanged at 
the same time. 
The Mexican inform ­ 
ant said that V illa had between 800 
and 1,000 men and a machine gun pla­ 
toon . He told Col. Slocum that V illa 
left Grande T u esd ay , journeyed north 
and at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
left a point on the Boca Grande and 
started for the border. 
“ Traveling north, he 
crossed 
the 
border west of Columbus and entered 
by a ditch. 
V illa was 
in 
personal 
command,” 
said 
the Mexican, “ and 
said that he was going to kill every 
Am erican because the American gov­ 
ernment did not treat him right.” 
“ V illa declared,” so 
the 
Mexican 
states, “ Carranza could never bring 
about peace. 
W ith Villa were Pablo 
Lopez, Martin Lopez, Col. Candelario 
Sevantes ,Col. Cruz Chavez, Gen. Jose 
Fernandez and General Beltran.” 
W hen the bandits were discovered 
in the towrn, Lieutenant Casteman, of­ 
ficer of the day, turned out all of the 
men remaining in the camp. 
Sh riek­ 
ing battle yells, the Mexicans, in over­ 
whelming numbers, rushed into the 
town, north of the railroad tracks. A 
courier was sent to General L in d s a y 
at Gibbons ranch, fifteen miles east, 
to bring up the troops posted there. 
The first volley of rifle shots woke 
all of the town peoples. 
V illa is said 
to have been seen by several A m eri­ 
cans, directing his men. 
He cut the 
telegraph wires east to E l Paso to pre­ 
vent any call for American troops sta­ 
tioned there.

W h ile part of his forces fought the

company them in their flight. In their 
haste they overlooked $1,500. 
A short distance out of tow'n they 
met McConnell driving toward Stark 
City, but a revolver pressed against 
the cashier’s ribs, prevented him call­ 
ing to the deputy. 
W hen McConnell 
reached 
Stark 
City' he was notified of the robbery' 
and started after the bandits. 
W hen 
he 
overtook 
them, 
three 
miies from the city, the bandits start­ 
ed shooting. 
He returned the fire un­ 
til the bandits used the cashier as a 
shield. 
Then he desisted. 
After a m ile’s chase 
the 
robbers 
jumped from the buggy and took to 
the woods. McConnell and the cashier 
followed them. 
A running fight w'as kept up for 
more than a mile. 
Then one of the 
robbers was w'ounded in the leg and 
they surrendered. 
They were placed 
in jail. 
One of the men is Charles Estes, 
reared in the eastern part of this 
county. 
The other gave the name of 
Cary, and says he is from California. 
He is said to be part Indian.

When the police arrived the physi­ 
cian was pacing the floor in a dazed 
condition, and to all questions an­ 
swered, “ I don’t know.” 


The woman’s nose had been broken 
and badly bruised. 
The body showed 
signs of a desperate struggle before 
death, the coroner said. 
Many bottles 
were strewn about 
the 
room. 
Cor­ 
oner’s Physician Lehan said the wo­ 
man had been dead from eighteen to 
twenty hours. 


Tenants of the building said Dr. 
Searing had introduced the woman 
to them three weeks ago as his wife. 
After half an hour’s questioning, ac­ 
cording to Police 
Inspector 
Gray, 
Searing finally began to reply in a 
rational manner 
He told the officers 
tHat the woman had “ fallen out of a 
chair” and received the injury which 
caused her death. 
Because of the physician’s condi­ 
tion, he apparently being under the 
influence of drugs, he was sent to 
Bellevue hospital under guard, but 
when the police attempted to ques­ 
tion him he lapsed into unconscious­ 
ness. 
The discovery' of 
the 
mysterious 
murder followed a tip given by John 
Buckner, wrho occupies apartments 
above the physician. 
Buckner heard noises in the apart­ 
ment below and telephoned to Lieut. 
Quinn of the Mercer street station. 
Policemen were sent to the house, 
but were unable to secure entrance. 
The police broke open the door and 
found Dr. Searing excitedly pacing 
the floor. 
Going into the bedroom, 
the officers found the woman’s body. 
The janitor of the building said the 
woman had been at the apartment tw'o 
or three times. 
Investigation by the detectives tend­ 
ed to establish the woman’s identity 
as Miss Kiernan.

street, showred that a “ Theresa Keen­ 
an” had lived there, but that she de­ 
parted February 22, telling her land­ 
lady', Mrs. M ary Marshall, that she 
w'ould be absent an hour.

In order to obtain eggs it is neces­ 
sary to have healthy, vigorous stock, | 
properly fed. 
A splendid mixture for laying hens 
is equal parts of cracked corn, wheat, 
and oats, which should be scattered 
in the litter. 
Bran or middlings and beef scraps 
should be kept in receptacles to which 
the fowls have access at all times. 
Plenty of exercise increases the 
egg yield. 
Provide four or five inches of good, 
clean litter in which to scatter the 
grain. 
Cabbages, mangels, potatoes, sprout­ 
ed oats, etc., make excellent green j 
feed. 
W hen wet mashes are fed be sure 
they are crumbly and not sticky. 
For the first three days chicks may 
be fed a mixture of equal parts hard­ 
boiled eggs and stale bread, or stale 
bread soaked in milk. 
When bread 
and milk are used, care should De ex­ 
ercised to squeeze all milk out of the 
bread. 
From the third or fourth day 
until the chicks can eat wheat and 
cracked corn, commercial chick feed 
is a good ration. 
Plenty of pure, fresh water, grit, 
shell, and green feed should bo avail­ 
able from the first day. 
There is very little danger of over­ 
feeding young stock. 
Fet'd the chickens about five times 
daily and only w hat they will eat up 
clean in a few minutes, except at 
night, when they should receive all 
they want.

Presence of Male Bird Has No Influ­ 
ence on Number uf Eggs Laid— 
Infertile Eggs Best. 


Produce the infertile eggs. 
Infertile eggs are produced by hens 
having no male bird with them. 
Removing the male bird has no in­ 
fluence on the number of eggs laid 
by hens. 
The hen’s greatest profit-producing 
period is the first and second years, 
and unless a hen is an exceptionally 
good breeder she should bo disposed 
of at the end of her second laying 
season and before starting to molt. 
Few eggs can be expected until the 
pullets are matured. 
If possible, mark the pullets that 
lay in the fall, and use them in the 
breeding pen for the fellowing spring. 
Soft-shelled eggs are often caused 
by fowls being confined, becoming 
overfat, and from lack cf mineral 
m atter.

The feeding of hens for the produc­ 
tion of hard-shelled eggs, not easily 
breakable in handling, is possible and 
demands attention. Shells vary great­ 
ly in strength. 
A strong, heavy shell 
is not nearly so likely to be broken 
by the jars, jolts and rough handling 
incident to ordinary shipment as a 
weak one. 
Chemical analysis shows that the 
shell of tho egg is largely carbonate 
of lime, but that it also contains car­ 
bonate of magnesia, mineral phosphate 
and some ^organic m atter. 
If strong 
shells are to be produced, the mineral 
elem ents must not be lacking. Grains 
that are ordinarily fed do not con­ 
tain those mineral elem ents in suffi­ 
cient proportions, and an additional 
and separate supply is necessary. For- 
tuiicitcly, these mineral clem ents are 
available in much cheaper f rrr.s than 
lr* grains. 
Lime is the principal in­ 
gredient cf oyster sheila. Iron, mag­ 
nesia and often phosphorus in m any 
kinds of artificial grit, liny be pro­ 
cured for about the sam e price, while 
thes< elem ents in grain would co3t at 
least double these figures. 
Bone meal contains phosphorus in 
appreciable 
amounts, 
besides 
lim j. 
magnesia, etc, and wrhile expensive, it 
is effective in giving the shell an even­ 
ness and fineness of texture which 
adds much to its strength.

fore, often used as an ingredient Re­ 
dry in a shes for laying flacks. usually 
in am ount varying from three to live 
per cent.

WINTER FEED FOR THE HENS 


Warm, Soft Mashes Sometimes Have 
Effect of Making 
Fowls Lazy— 
Peed Sparingly In Morning. 


Amateurs sometimes are puzzled to 
know how much to feed when throw ­ 
ing grain in the litter and are prone 
to overfeed, making it so easy for tho 
hens to fill their crops that they will 
not work lcng. 
If a dry mash is kept 
before the hens at all times, the 
poultrykeeper m£y comfort himjelf 
with the thought that his birds need 
never go hungry even if they have 
difficulty in finding the grain they 
need to satisfy themselves. 
The use of warm, soft mashes some­ 
times has the effect of making hens 
lazy, 
lf a heavy feeding of mash is 
given in the morning, the hens will 
till up on that and then stand around 
for several hours, 
lf the amount of 
mash is made so small that their hun­ 
ger is not satisfied, no damage wrili 
result. 
A m ash at the close of day is not 
advisable, but it may be given an hour 
or two before roosting time and fol­ 
lowed with a feeding of whole corn. 
The com will almost always be eaten, 
iii spite of the m ash feed just con­ 
sumed, and the hens will go to roost 
with full crops, the digestion of the 
two kinds of feed taking a long time.

Delhi, India, M arch 9.—A num ber 
of sacred Buddhist relics, including a 
bone of Buddha, have just been un­ 
earthed at Taxila, near Rawalpindi, 
in the Punjab. 
\\ hen Buddha died near Kusinara, 
about the year 483 B. C., fragm ents 
j of his bones 
w ere 
distributed 
as 
reb cs to a large num ber of the more 
im portant religious centers. A quarter 
of a century ago, knowledge of these 
centers was m eagre, and no authentic 
discovery of them had 
been 
made. 
Since th at time, however, several cer­ 
tain relics have been found. 
Taxila, long before Alexander the 
I G reat m ade it a m ilitary center, was 
« one of the holiest and most im portant 
I Buddhist sites. 
The relics of Buddha that have been 
| found there w ere protected in var- 
I ions ways, generally being placed in 
i a crystal box placed within a covered 
or cleft bowl, upon which the nature 
of the treasure 
is 
described. 
The 
w orkm anship on these cases is very 
I fine. 
There is a vast field of search 
I still untouched in India, but the skil­ 
ful and energetic w ork of the British 
Archaeological Society 
has 
already 
cleared up m any 
uncertainties 
and 
identified m any of the holy places of 
Buddhism, such 
as 
K usinara, 
the 
scene of Buddha’s death, and Rum- 
min-dei, his birthplace. 
But there still rem ain hundreds of 
ancient unopened stupas, 
or 
dome 
shaped earth shrines, m any of which 
m ay contain priceless 
m aterial 
re­ 
garding this im portant period. 
The 
m ost tantalizing of all are five “grand 
stupas” at Klmtmandu, 
which 
the 
governm ent of Nepal will not allow 
to be touched, and which very likely 
will not be opened for many decades 
or even centuries.

of the importance of introducing the 
chinchona tree to India, both to re­ 
duce the price and 
to 
give the na­ 
tives an pportunity of using it in the 
m alarial districts. 
In 1860, the date Sir Clements went 
to Peru to procure trees, quinine was 
worth $2.50 an ounce in London and 
$5 an ounce in Calcutta. But his pro­ 
posals w ere treated 
with 
scorn by 
the wise men of England, 
even in­ 
cluding 
Huxley. 
N evertheless, 
he 
took his 
chinchona 
trees to India 
and 
established 
their 
cultivation,

There are many reasons why geese 
and ducks are not more popular table 
fowls than they are, but the chief rea­ 
son is that they are so poorly fitted 
for the market. 
Many a farm flock of ducks and 
geese would pay a more handsome 
profit if some attention was paid to 
the fattening of it. 
First, a young duck or goose must 
be had for fattening. 
Stock that is 
too old is not sweet and tender as it 
should be. 
One cannot build up a 
reputation by selling it. 
Old stock, if less than three or four 
seasons of age, is better for breeding 
purposes than for market. 
Youngsters hatched from the eggs of 
yearling and two-year-old ducks, and 
geese are the most vigorous. 
A crate with a slatted bottom and 
set up off th* floor or ground in an 
open shed is aa ideal arrangem ent fo* 
w inter fattening. 
Provide a trough to fit in front of 
each crate and let the birds feed 
through the slats. 
Arrange to give plenty of water or 
skim milk at all times. 
Dairy wastes 
can be well utilized in mixing up mash 
foods for fattening the fowls. 
Do not crowd too many fowls in a 
crate. 
Let there be room enough for 
each bird to stand at the trough with­ 
out tram pling each other. 
The birds should be provided with 
plenty of sharp gravel or other grit. 
Start them on full feed ~t once ana 
keep them on it for 18 days at least. 
A duck or goose will lay on a large 
amount of fat iii this tlmo if properly 
fed. 
It is about as long a*5 r. water 
fowl can be fed ^ ith profit. 
Feed r. mash food cif corn chon anil 
oats three timea 'affy. 
Lei the base 
of this mash b' 
ut. 
lover, cut plfalia 
or bran. 
It must have ~ bulky base 
of some kind in order o do the 'owl 
the most good. Corn r cornmeal alone 
is not a good fattener. 
The idea of feeding mash food ir 
that it puts m o r 
esh on the fowls 
because it is more easily assimilated 
by the fowls’ systems. 
Ducks and geese well fitted are al­ 
ways in big demand in the cities. Culls 
and poor and old stock will 
never 
bring over m arket prices.

ern Pacific’s proposals to relinquish 


all claims to lands of the Oregon and 


California iand grant for $10,000,000, 


if released from its perpetual obliga­ 
tion to transport American troops and 
property free of charge over that part 
of its land grants, were made to the 
house public lands committee yester- 
by P. P. Blair, general counsel of 
the road. 
Mr. Blair said the company is will­ 
ing to compromise to avoid future lit­ 
igation, and that the road claims the 
right to remove timber valued at up­ 
wards 
of 
$30,000,000 from the land 
grant portion of its property. 
The company’s proposal, the com­ 
mittee was told, involved payment by 
the government on the basis of $4.40 
an acre. 
Attorney General Gregory 
contends that the railroad is not en­ 
titled to more than $2.50 an acre, with 
deductions for past excess sales. 
S. A. D. Bu tor spoke in behalf of

“As senators well know, I have from 
the first been earnestly opposed to 
having any of these questions present­ 
ed in any formal way to the senate 
and that that I have been equally op­ 
posed to any public discussion of these 
questions while they were the subject 
of diplomatic consideration. 
“In viewr of this situation I have de­ 
termined that I could better serve the 
cause I have at heart—that is, the 
maintenance of peace in this country 
— by withholding any 
expression 
of 
my opinions so long as the questions 
at issue are the legitimate subject of 
diplomat ic negot iations. 
“All through his service as presi­ 
dent I have co-operated with him, and 
with all my heart I wish to continue 
that co-operation, and so I have con­ 
cluded not to say anything 
at 
this 
juncture 
that 
might 
be 
misunder­ 
stood, especially in foreign capitals 
and which might by any chance con­ 
tribute to the difficulties with which 
the president is beset. Sufficient unto 
the day is the evil thereof.” 
A normal calm settled 
over 
con­ 
gress following the exciting scenes of 
Tuesday in the house when on three 
roll calls the lower branch went on 
record against interfering 
with 
the 
president's constitutional right to han­ 
dle the country’s relations with for­ 
eign governments. 
In some quarters there was a dis­ 
position to severely criticise the 102 
republicans who voted against tabling 
the McLemore resolution. They were 
charged with a deliberate attempt to 
hamper the president. 
In reality, however, their action is 
expected to prove decidedly embar­ 
rassing to Hie republican party. This 
is said to be the 
view' 
of 
Senator 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, and others 
who were plainly nettled at the course 
taken by their party associates In the 


I house. 
One effect of the republican oppo­ 
sition ,it is asserted, will be to kill as 
a campaign document the “American 
rights speech” delivered 
by 
former 
Senator Root in the New” York state 
convention. 
The Massachusetts senator labored 
assiduously, but in vain, with the re­ 
publican leaders in the house to get 
them to rise above political considera­ 
tions and to vote to support the execu­ 
tive in his efforts to maintain the 
honor and dignity of the nation. 
As a result of the Lodge failure 
there are strained relations between 
the senate and house republican lead­ 
ers, which probably will extend into 
the approaching campaign.

from one place 
to 
another 
under 
cover of darkness . The lighting of 
lamps 
by 
householders 
and 
hotel 
guests, who were startled out of a 
sound sleep by the rifle shots, prompt­ 
ly brought forth a shower of bullets. 
Every house in town and every win­ 
dow in every house was hit from one 
to a dozen times. 
Citizens 
armed 
themselves 
and 
from 
vantage 
points 
within 
their 
homes answered 
the 
shots 
of 
the 
Mexicans. 
Some of the bandits tried 
to entice the Americans out into the 
street 
by 
speaking English. 
J. S. 
Dean was caught in this way. A Mex­ 
ican 
who 
spoke 
excellent English 
called to him. 
He emerged from the 
j doorway and his reply betrayed him 
to be an American. At the same time 
another American shouted, “Hey, who 
are you?” “Villa, Villa,” came the re­ 
ply. 
“I don’t know* who he is,” answered 
the American, “but I have some of 
him left here scattered on the street.” 
The American pointed to the street, 
on which were the bodies of half a 
dozen dead bandits lying in the pale 
light of the dawn. Quick flashes from 
the rifle fire were visible and dis­ 
closed dying forms on 
the 
streets. 
Villa apparently left when General 
Slocum’s troops began pressing the 
snipers 
towards 
the 
south. 
Villa 
buglers began sounding 
the 
retreat 
shortly before 6:30 o’clock and the re­ 
maining towns people began taking a 
toll of the dead. Walton Walker, who 
was shot at the Central hotel with the 
proprietor, A. L. Ritchie, was a dele­ 
gate to the New' Mexico state conven­ 
tion of Sunday schools . His body was 
j burned in the ruins of the hotel . 
j 
Mrs. Rachael Walker, also a dele- 
j gate to the convention from Playes, 
N. M., was saved by J. Garner and his 
partner, Ben Aguire, a United States 
customs border rider, w ho tied sheets 
to her arms and lowered her from the 
w’indow. 
Pablo Lopez, second in command to 
General Villa, was killed. 
Twenty-four 
bodies 
of 
Mexican 
raiders had been gathered and burn­ 
ed before noon and it is leporied that 
a score more are in the brush. 
Thomas Butler, private of troop F, 
later died of his wounds, making the 
total number of dead American sol­ 
diers seven. 
Lobarde Marquez was 
captured by American troopers and 
charged with hating guided Villa to 
the border and pointing out houses 
where prominent Americans, officers 
and soldiers lived. 
Major Lindsley sent more troops 
across the border to enforce Major 
Tompkins, who went in pursuit of the 
raiders. 
A Mrs. Wright, who stated that she 
and her husband and baby were cap­ 
tured by the Villa 
bandits 
several 
days ago, w'as liberated just before 
the fighting started. She said at that 
time Villa declared, “I am going to 
shoot up Columbus 
and

child” 
The massacre has started 
a new 
agitation in 
congress, 
where 
those 
who have 
opposed 
the 
president’s 
Mexican policy openly 
charge that 
the attack was proof of their repeat­ 
ed declaration that the Carranza gov­ 
ernment was impotent to deal with 
the situation, and 
a 
fulfillment 
of 
their prediction that another outrage 
like the recent 
Cusi 
massacre, 
in 
which sixteen 
or 
more Americans 
ost their lives 
w’hen 
Villa bandits 
veld up a train, w'as only a question 
of time. 
Secretary Lansing announced late 
today that the 
United 
States w'as 
considering asking General Carranza 
or permission 
to 
send 
American 
troops into Mexico to 
capture

Villa bandits who raided Columbus. 
Senator Fall, o f New' Mexico, one

time was of little value to the Chi­ 
nese suggestions concerning electric 
street railways were ignored. 
But 
now time has come to be more of a 
factor in Chinese 
life, 
and 
there 
seems to be little opposition to elec­ 
tric cars. 
The summer palace, which is prob­ 
ably the greatest show place in the 
vicinity of Peking, is 
about twelve 
miles from the legation quarter and 
in the vicinity of Tsing Hua college, 
which is sustained by the Boxers’ in­ 
demnity 
funds 
remitted 
by 
the 
American 
government. 
These two 
points of interest are 
much sought 
by tourists and will probably be con­ 
nected up by 
electricity 
when 
the 
city gets a street car system. 
The 
Ming tombs, the 
Nankou 
Pass, on 
the Great Wall, and scores of other 
points of 
interest 
less 
than 
IOO 
miles from Peking, afford a great op­ 
portunity for an 
electric interurban 
system. 
Tien-Tsin, 
the seaport for 
Peking, is only eighty miles away.
